Satisfied for a Time. 

“T was satisfied to work for the 
time being within the narrow lim- 
itations of one department in the 
hope that decisions could be 
reached for a consolidation and 
a co-ordination of aviation effort 
without interminable delay and 
fruitiess discussions. 

“But, after a year, I have de- 
termined that under,.the present 
conditions the City of St. Louis 
has no function for a Chief of | 
Aeronautics, since he can be noth-| 
ing more than an adviser on 
minor aviation problems. 

“In view of this conviction on 
my part, I feel that I must submit 
my resignation. My further asso- 
ciation with the city in my present 
position will place a burden upon 
the taxpayers for a service which 
cannot be rendered.” 

Howard declined to amplify his|

Molotov Tries, but Fails, 


to Get Big Five to 
Adopt Resolution Op- 
posing All Attempts at 
Revision. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov flatly rejected tonight 
British American Chinese 
French efforts to restrict use of 
the veto in the United Nations 
Security Council, and the badly 
split Big Five thereupon tossed 
the whole issue back to the U.N. 


General Assembly. 


Action came after two and one- 


quarter hours of argument behind 
closed doors. 


The clashing views 
between Molotov and the other 
big power spokesmen were re- 
ported, however, by western dip- 
lomats in the meeting. 

At the outset of the meeting, 
Molotov urged his colleagues, in- 
cluding American Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes and British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, 
to adopt a resolution stating that 
they were against all attempts to 
revise the veto provisions of the 
United Nations charter, that they 
objected to regimentation and for- 
maliy being imposed on the U.N, 
organs and that they sought fur- 
ther development of U.N, har- 
mony, 

Molotov’s Resolution. 

Molotov offered his proposal in 
the form of a resolution which 
the foreign ministers would com- 
mend to the General Assembly for 
assembly approval. He said thaf 
so much “hulabaloo” had been 
raised about the veto voting sys- 
tem in the Security Council that 
affirmative action must now be 
taken by the assembly in support 
of the voting system: 

Bevin, Byrnes, Ambassador Wel- 
lington’ Koo of China and Alexan- 
der Parodi of France all declared 
that they considered Molotov’s 
resolution unacceptable. 

The wording of his draft, how- 
ever, and his insistence on the 
need for action by the assembly 
left no doubt that when the issue 
comes up in the assembly, Russia 
will demand in strongest terms a 
rejection of all criticisms of the 
veto, 

Session On Trieste. 

Shortly after the Big Five 
wound up in disagreement on the 
veto issue, Ambassador Koo with- 
drew from the meeting and, after 
brief intermission, Molotov, 
Byrnes, Bevin and French Deputy 
Foreign Minister Maurice Couve 
de Murville went into session as 
the Big Four for another round of 
diplomatic battling over Trieste. 

On the veto issue, Byrnes, Bevin 
and Koo previously had stated 
their unqualified opposition to any 
charter amendments, but they had 
put forward more than half a 
dozen specific proposals for limit- 
ing use of the veto by voluntary 
agreement among the big powers. 
Molotov had taken their proposals 
under consideration. 

Today he made clear at the out- 
set that he did not even want to

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov 23 
(AP)—Ukrainian Foreign Minis- 
ter Dmitri Manuilsky has called 
on Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes to see that American au- 
thorities “bring to justice” those 
responsible for the shooting of 
Gregory V. Stadnik, a member of 
the Ukrainian United Nations del- 
egation, Wednesday night, it Was 

learned tonight. 

Informed quarters said Manuil- 
sky, in a formal letter to Byrnes, 
expressed doubt that the shooting 
was a simple robbery, as main- 
tained by New York police, and 
asked that the Secretary of State 
make sure that the case was given 
an urgent investigation. 

He was quoted as demanding 
that Byrnes inform him “about 
the measures that. have been) 
taken.” Manuilsky described the 
circumstances in which the shoot- 
ing took place, when Stadnik 
along with another Ukranian ad- 
viser, A. D. Voina, entered a deli- 
catessen late Wednesday night, 
and said he had come to the con- 
clusion that this “is not simple 
robbery,” but appeared to be “a 
premediated attempt” on the lives 
of the two delegates.

“The turning off of one gas 
burner or light bulb is a little 
thing in itself, but if it is done 
in millions of homes and stores 
and office buildings, the cumula- 
tive saving is very great indeed. 

“The country is faced with 
crisis far more serious than 
situation created by the coal strike 
last spring. Seasonal need is 
much higher, while coal stocks 
are lower, 
would cause untold hardship will 
result from needless consumption 
of the principal source of heat, 
light and power in the most heav- 
ily populated states. 

“Discontinuance of utility serv- 
ices would have an immediate 
and drastic effect on the daily 
life of every individual. House- 
wives would have no electricity 
or gas with which to cook, and 
water could not be pumped to 
their faucets, Electric and gas 
refrigerators would be useless, 
perishable food could not be pre- 
served by stores or distributors. 

“IT am sure that the American 
public, which supported many 
drastic conservation measures 
during the war, will realize that 
the minor inconvenience of cur- 
tailment, whether voluntary or en- 
forced, is far preferable to the risk 
of crippling shutoffs of gas and 
electric services.”

ARMY 10 RESIST 
ANY CUT BELOW 
1,070,000 MEN 


Patterson Tells Reserve 
Officers’ Council No 
Real Striking Force Is 
Left. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
The War Department is preparing 
to fight any attempt by an econ- 
omy-minded Congress to cut the 
Army below 1,070,000 men without 
a corresponding reduction in occu- 
pation responsibilities, it was dis- 
closed today. 

This decision figured prominent- 
ly in a detailed outline of the 
Army's legislative program given 
privately to a session of the Na- 
tional Council of the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association. 

The reserves were told by Secre- 
tary of War Patterson that the 
regular Army already is “stretched 
so thin that we really have no 
striking force left.” Other officials 
noted that in Europe there remain 
only one division and the 38,000- 
man constabulary force in Ger- 
many in contrast with Russia's 
acknowledged 40 divisions. 
Meanwhile, with the National 
Guard and organized reserves in 
only the first stages of reorgani- 
zation, the Army at the moment 
is “woefully short" of forces ade- 
quate to meet an emergency, of- 
ficials contended. 


Question of Where to Cut. 
Expecting congressional efforts 
to trim combined national defense 
outlays from this year’s 13 billion 
dollars to as low as eight billions, 
officials raised but left unanswered 
the question where cuts could be 
made. Likewise undecided was 
whether the draft will be tem- 
porarily revised in January and 
whether Congress will be asked to 
extend it beyond March 31. 


Volunteer enlistments, -continu- 
ing downward to 4444 in the sec- 
ond -week of November, are run- 
ning far short of Regular Army 
requirements of 37,000 monthly re- 
placements. The War Department 
was represented as firmly con- 
vinced that some form of compul- 
sion will be Imperative to main- 
tain the regulars and build up the 
reserve components, 

Topped off by a renewed pro- 
posal for Army-Navy-air unifica- 
tion and for univeral military 
training, the principal items of the 
Army’s program are to be pre- 
sented to the January session as 
national security 
measures.” 


Included in this prime category 
are measures which would 
authorize arming Latin American 
countries with United States 
weapons and sending military 
missions to any nation requesting 
them. Such missions now operate 
under the President's temporary 
war powers, 

Other Army Bills, 


Other War Department legisla- 
tion is to be submitted as omni- 
bus bills dealing with organization, 
personnel and other major sub- 
jects, rather than in piecemeal 
bills. Specific measures ready for 
submission include: 


Personnel—To pay reservists as 
well-as National Guardsmen for 
part-time active duty, and to 
provide part pay for retired re- 
servists. 

Officers—To make effective the 
recommendations of the Doolittle 
board for better machinery to 
eliminate the unfit. 

Organization — Revamping sup- 
ply and other procedures, includ- 
ing maintenance and disposal of 
camps and other properties. The 
1916 National Defense Act, under 
present plans, would be gradually 
codified rather than replaced, 


Specific legislation to revamp 
the Army’s court-martial system 
will await recommefdations of a 
survey committee named by the 
American Bar Association. 

The regular Army strength of 
1,070,000 which the War Depart- 
ment maintains is the minimum 
with which it can meet occupa- 


tion commitments was authorized 
for next July 1. It allows 195,000 
for occupation duties. It did not 
contemplate keeping 28,000 troops 
in Italy and 13,000 in Austria, but 
the department is prepared to do 
80. 


The Army contends that with- 
out universal training to assure a 
continuing flow of recruits the 
entire emergency mobilization 
plan will collapse. Officials cal- 
culate that without it the project- 
ed national guard of 682,000 men 
could not be recruited beyond 
half strength, and there would be 
only about 50,000 Instead of a 
contemplated 200,000 in M-day 
service units to support field 
forces. 

If extension of selective service 
is asked, there will be a proviso 
that it terminate when universal 
military service becomes effective.

followed the suggestion some 
Sunday morning? 

He might ask a number of 
people: “Say, 
me where I can find a church?” 
Undoubtedly he would be sur- 
prised at the many varied direc- 
tions that he would, receive. Sin- 
cere and practicing Presbyterians 


will you please tell 


would certainly direct him to a 
Presbyterian Church. A Metho- 
dist to a Methodist Church; a 
Baptist to a Baptist Church; a 
Catholic to a Catholic Church— 
and so on. 

However the chances are high 
that he would meet many who 
would say: “This town is full of 
churches. Just go on down the 
street and you will find one.” 

Many would probably give 
this apparently inoffensive direc- 
tion because many, who have no 
religions convictions and recog- 
nize no religious obligations, take 
what seems to be the broad- 
minded point of view that reli- 
gions are all right and if you feel 
the need of one, pick the church 
that appeals to you. Any one will 
serve your purpose. 

This advice is apparently in- 
offensive. Wouldn't you feel that 
a person offended your intelli- 
gence and implied your utter lack 
of common sense, if he asked you 
to believe that the various 
Churches do not differ? Among 
the Churches that claim to be 
Christian, you know that some 
teach that Jesus Christ was noth- 
ing more than a good and holy 
man—others that He was a mere 
man with a divine mission—while 
others teach that He was a Di- 
vine Person, God Himself. Only 
too well do you know that some 
teach that divorce and remarriage 
is never right—while others think 
that in certain cases it would not 
be wrong—and others believe 
that in this day and age there is 
never anything wrong about it. 

But at the same time you know 
that facts do not change. Once 
true, they are always true. Either 
Jesus Christ was God or He was 
not. If He was God, then that 
fact has not changed and will 
never change and the religion 

that believes the contrary has a 


false belief. If He con- 
demned divorce and re- 
mMaffiage, it remains con- 
demned and cannot be 
right today. Wouldn’t you 
feel that your common 
sense had been attacked if 
you were directed to select 
either belief as true? 
You know, too, that if God has 
directed us how He would have 
us worship Him, then any other 
way is not the right way. If God 
has established a Church, then 
when you are outside it your con- 
science can never be right. How 
can anyone expect you to believe 
that God approves all Churches 
when that would be the equiva- 
lent of saying that God equally 
approves the belief that there is 
a Hell and the belief that there 
is no such thing. Does God say 
that black is white? 
Certainly if God took the 


trouble to establish a Church in 


which men are obliged to be 
members, He made it one that 
can be recognized as His; but He 
can well expect that people take 
the trouble to recognize it. Coun- 
terfeit money can deceive only 
those who do not take the trouble 
to discover its falsity. You would 
never be convinced by the man 
who paid your salary in counter- 
feit money because he said: “Any 
money is all right; it all serves 
the same purpose.” 


You would expect the person 
who says that all religions are 
approved by God to respect all of 
them and to sincerely practice one 
of them. Too often this is not the 
case. You will find that he thinks 
they are all right for everyone else 
but himself. “All religions are 
good and any one will serve your 
purpose” is a formula behind 
which he hides his conviction that 
no religion matters much. 

But religion does matter. There 
are many different Churches and 
you should belong to one. But you 
can belong to only one. If you are 
puzzled in the matter of making 
a choice, you will be helped by 
our interesting booklet entitled 
“In Search of Truth.”

“fighting the payroll” or other 
aspects of intimidation evidenced 
at some conventions of the Mine 
Workers. 

In fact, many of the stalwarts 
of the CIO, including Murray, Van 
A. Bittner, director of the South- 
ern organizational drive; Allan S. 
Haywood, director of organization, 
and John Brophy,.head of the 
Missouri. Valley Authority Com- 
mittee, formerly were leaders in 
the Mine Workers. Some dele- 
gates jocularly conceded there 
were sO many former Mine Work- 
ers in the convention that it might 
be termed the John L. Lewis 
alumni association, although their 
paths have long since diverged.

Significantly, a resolution adopt- 
ed pertaining to the mine crisis 
was aimed at federal injunctive 
processes against labor rather 
than treating with the issues of 
the controversy between Lewis 
and the Government.

Marguis W. Childs, columnist and 
former member of the Post-Dis- 
patch staff and Hal Boyle and 
Ned Nordness, Associated Press 
staff writers formerly stationed in 
St. Louis, 

The ribbons were awarded on 
the authorization of the theater 
commanders—General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in Europe; 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, in the 
Pacific; and, the late Gen. Joseph 
W. Stilwell, and Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer, in the China-Burma- 
India theater. 

Fifteen of tonight's awards were 
posthumous and were made in be- 
haif of correspondents who were 
killed or died in the performance 
of their duty.

Coal Strike Changes

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP)— 
Republican plans to sweep away 
wartime powers of the President 


and end many government con- 
trols appeared today to have been 
altered radically, due in large part 
to the coal strike. 

Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, 
named by the Senate G.O.P. Steer- 
ing Committee to recommend ac- 
tion on terminating war controls, 
told a reporter that if he has his 
way a careful study will be made 
before his party decides which 
regulations it wants to chop off 
immediately and which it wants 
to keep a while.

53-DAY STRIKE AT 8 HOTELS 
IN PITTSBURGH IS SETTLED

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Nov. 23 
(AP)—The steel city’s eight major 
hotels accepted reservations today 
for the first time in 53 days, fol- 
lowing settlement of a strike of 
11800 AFL-affiliated service work- 
ers for higher pay. 

The work stoppage ended last 
night when members of the Hotel 
and Restaurant Workers’ Alliance 
and the Bartenders’ Union voted 
fto accept a compromise wage of- 
ifer. The bartenders get a $7 
weekly increase, to $57, under the 
agreement while the hotel and res- 
taurant workers receive a 60-cent 
‘hourly minimum. Tipped employes 
will receive 8 cents an hour over 
previous pay while non-tipped 
workers will get 12 cents addi- 
tional.

PRINCETON, N.J., Nov. 23 (AP) 
-—-Princeton held after three quar- 
ters today, but Dartmouth’s foot- 
ballers had more endurance and 
came up with a belated 20-to-13 
triumph before 34,000 spectators 
to put a successful end to an oth- 
erwise dismal Ivy League season.

It is from these official and semi-official 
Fources that the following facts and fig- 
ures were compiled: 

The toward the combination of 
industrial units under centralized control be- 
gan shortly after the Civil War and reached 
a peak in 1901 the formation of the 
billion dollar United States Steel Corpora- 
1904 the trusts had control of 40 
per cent of all manufacturing capital in the 
United States. But the stock-market crash 
of 1903 and the business crisis of 1907 
placed a temporary brake on the combina- 
tion movement, then under attack by the 
Theodore Roosevelt Administration. 

Nevertheless, by 1909 it was estimated 
that the 200 largest non-financial (non- 
bank) corporations owned one-third of the 
assets of all non-financial corporations. The 
large corporations had thus started to domi- 
nate the American economy long before the 
outbreak of the first World War.

World War I stimulated the growth of big 


business. War contracts were issued pre- 
dominantly to the large corporations, and 
hey accumulated huge profits for further 
expansion after the war. In 1909, the large 
manufacturing establishments (employing at 
least 1000 persons) had on their payrolls 
15.1 per cent of all the wage earners in the 
manufacturing industries; by 1919 this had 
risen to 26 per cent. 

The wave of mergers and acquisitions 
that began at the close of the First World 
War extended until 1921, when it was 
checked by the brief postwar depression. 
When better conditions returned in 1925 the 
merger movement was renewed, reaching 
white heat in 1928 and 1929, before the 
floor dropped out of the stock market. 


Pre-War Concentration 
In Economy Considerable. 


While the precipitous depression of the 
‘thirties slowed mergers,’ the pre-World 
War Il concentration in the economy as a 
was considerable, as shown by these 
ficures compiled by the Temporary Na- 
tional Economic Committee, the Twentieth 
Century Fund and the National Resources

This prewar situation poses the question: 
Did the manner in which the nation’s re- 
sources were mobilized for World War II 
place in the hands of big business the means 
for further increasing economic concentra- 
tion in the years to come? 


The recent report of the SWPC on the 
Senate showed that the recent war shoved 
small business into the background, Enor- 
mous gains were made by big business. 


Small firms in war industries accounted 
for 52 per cent of total manufacturing em- 
ployment in 1939; by 1944 this figure had 
declined to 38 per cent. In manufacturing 
as a whole, firms with 10,000 or more em- 
ployes accounted for 13 per cent of total em- 
ployment in 1939; after three years of war 
this had jumped to fully 31 per cent, Half 
a million small .retail, service and construc- 
tion firms, moreover, disappeared entirely 
during the war. 


Large Firms Get Bulk 
of Contracts During War. 


The increases in concentration that took 
place during the war, according to the Small 
War Plants Corporation, were due largely to 
the distribution of the great bulk of war 
contracts to a small number of very large 
firms: Thé key to the control of produc- 
tive resources during the war was the dis- 
tribution of nearly 200 billion dollars in 
prime supply contracts by the Government. 

Statistics compiled by the War Production 
Board before its dissolution tell this story: 
From June, 1940, through September, 1944, 
prime contract awards totaling 175 billion 
dollars were made to 18,539 corporations. 
Two-thirds of this vast amount went to the 
largest 100 firms. Nearly one-half of the 
value of the contracts awarded during this 
four-year period went to the top 30 corpora- 
tions. The concentration of prime contracts 
remained fairly stable throughout the war. 

In addition to this tremendous contract 
outlay, large corporations are in position 
to consolidate their gains and to expand 
further as a result of the wartime facilities 
bullt largely with Federal funds. 

The nation’s manufacturing facilities in 
1939 had cost about 40 billion dollars to 
build. To this was added during the war 
about 26 billion dollars of new plant and 
equipment, of which some two-thirds was 
provided directly from Federal funds and 
the balance from private funds. 

Of the 26 billion, 14 billion was for new 
plant construction, 4.2 billion for expansion 
of prewar plants, and 7.8 billion for con- 
version of prewar plants to war projects and 
for replacement of old equipment. The 
Smaller War Plants Corporation estimated 
that 20 billion dollars worth of wartime 
plants is usable for peacetime products. 

Who controls this great productive plant? 


How much of it is held by big business and 
how much by smaller firms? 

The 250 largest manufacturing cor- 
porations, says the SWPC, had 25.9 bil- 
lion dollars of capital assets in 1939, 
They have added 3.7 billion dollars in 
privately-financed new facilities, and 
have operated 8.9 billion dollars of the 
11.5 billion dollars of federally-financed 
facilities which are estimated to be usable 
for peacetime production. 


War Plant Disposal 
of Great Importance. 


Thus, the report emphasizes, if these 
250 industrial giants finally acquire the 
8.9 billion dollars of usable federally- 
financed facilities on which they gener- 
ally hold purchase options, their facility 
holdings will come to 38.5 billion dollars 
—comprising 66.5 per cent of the total 
usable facilities and almost as much as 
the entire 39.6 billion dollars held before 
the war by all of the more than 75,000 
manufacturing firms then in existence, 


Speaking of plants constructed during 
the war at public expense, the SWPC said: 
“The immense production capacity rep- 
resented by these’ plants and facilities 
makes of them the most powerful instru- 
ment of economic control which ever ex- 
isted in this country. Their disposal will 
do more than anything else to determine 
the future economic destiny of this 
country.” 


Since those words were written, earlier 
this year, many of the great corporations 
that were engaged in war projects have 
exercised their options to buy Government- 
built facilities which they operated during 
the war. 

Big business also stands to gain most 
from Federally-subsidized scientific research 
during the war years. 


Government’s Outlay 
On Scientific Research. 


Before the war, according to a report by 
the Senate Subcommittee on War Mobiliza- 
tion, the nation spent between 300 and 400 
million dollars a year on scientific research, 
of which only one-fifth was provided by the 
Government. With the outbreak of war the 
over-all total rose to more than 800 million 
a year, more than three fourths of which 
consisted of Federal expenditures Private 
funde on research fell about one-half, while 
the Government's outlay increased nearly 10 
times. These figures are exclusive of funds 
spent for development of the atomic bomb. 

Almost half of the Government expendl- 
tures for research went to private industrial 
laboratories in contract form. And the 
great bulk of these contracts were given to 
a relatively small number of large firms. 
Figures gathered by the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee show that only 68 top 
corporations received two-thirds of the 
Government contracts for scientific research 
and development. 

The investigations of the Senate Subcom- 
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mittee on War Mobilization brought out the 
fact that more than 90 per cent of the con- 
tracts for scientific development placed the 
ownership of patents with the contractor, 
with the Government receiving 
free license for its own use. This means 
that the large corporations that carried on 


}most of the Federally-financed wartime in- 
dustrial research have patent control of the | 


commercial applications of that research. 
“In the long run,”’ commented the Smaller 
War Plants Corporation on this point, “‘the 
concentration of economic power may 
greatly strengthened as a result of this cen- 
tralization of research.”’ 

Other wartime factors that are contribut- 
ing to the relative importance of big busi- 
ness in the postwar economy include war- 
time advertising and increased working capi- 
tal. During the war many large firms kept | 
their company names before the public 
through expensive advertising campaigns.

Our Bungling in Korea 


(Mr. Oliver is chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Rhetonc and Public Address at

To the Editor of the Post-Dis 

I have just returned from a summer 
in Korea, where I observed one of the 
most disastrous examples of the failure 
of Russian-American co-operation in 
this postwar world. I found a brave 
people and a basically sound country be- 
ing bled to death, with the responsibil- 
ity resting jointly upon the Soviet Union 
and the United States. 

More than a year after the Jap sur- 
render the Russians and Americans are 
firmly entrenched in their respective 
zones, and the line between them is im- 
passable and heavily fortified. 

This division of Korea is making that 
friendly and liberated country suffer 
more than even Germany and Japan. 
Only Korea, of all the countries in the 
world, is subject to direct rule by foreign 


military powers, with no voice in its fate.

Furthermore, Korean industry, mines, 
and hydro-electric power are concen- 
trated in the Russian-held area, and Ko- 
rean agriculture is largely in the south- 
ern half of the country. 

In the northern part the people are 
hungry and can get no food. In the 
southern part consumers’ goods have all 
but disappeared from the market, I 
paid $25 to get a pair of shoes half-soled. 
Although college professors are paid

A strict American ban against imports 
keeps the Koreans from even importing 
the machinery and raw materials with 
which to manufacture, I tried to secure

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Revolt Against King Coal 


If the political recoil against constant disturb- 
ances in the basic coal industry does not im- 
press John L. Lewis and the United Mine Work- 
ers, there is another effect so clear and so 
grave that it can hardly escape their attention. 

At any given time, the users of coal must have 
that fuel or suffer, but over the long run a very 
large number of them have several alternatives, 


and the number that have taken advantage of * 


this fact is enough to give the miners pause. 

In 1920, coal accounted for approximately 80 
per cent of the nation’s energy supply of heat 
and power. In 1943, the last year for which a 
complete record is available, coal had lost posi- 
tion until it accounted for just over 50 per cent 
of the total heat and power supply, and there is 
no doubt it has lost some ground since. 

In 1920, oil provided only 10 per cent of the 
nation’s fuel and power, natural gas 4 per cent 
and waterpower 4 per cent. In 1943, oil’s share 
had risen to 26 per cent, natural gas 11 per cent 
and waterpower 12 per cent. 

The period from 1920 to the present roughly 
coincides with the period of Lewis’s dominance 
in the UMWA, and the switch from coal to rival 
sources of fuel and energy was especially swift 
in the period since 1933, when Lewis has done 
most to raise the price of coal and to promote 
strikes which endanger the supply. 

Just now the natural-gas industry, based on 
what is largely a wasted by-product ofthe oil 
industry, plans an expansion program running to 
a half-billion dollars. [Petitions filed with the 
Federal Power Commission call for the con- 
struction of 6000 miles of main trunk pipelines 
to carry natural gas to rmarkets now served 
almost wholly by coal. 

One company is trying to buy from the War 
Assets Administration the “Big Inch” and “Little 
Inch” pipelines, built during the war to carry 
oil from the Texas fields to New York. With 
the war over, plenty of tankers are available to 
transport oil, and they can carry it more cheaply 
than it can be pumped in pipelines. So a good 
economic argument can be made for converting 
the pipelines to natural gas, thus saving part of 
a vast supply of energy now being idly burned 
or turned loose in the air. “Big Inch” and “Little 
Inch” alone could supply enough natural gas to 
replace 142 per cent of the annual coal con- 
sumption. 

John L. Lewis has joined hands with the coal- 
hauling railroads to fight expansion of natural- 
gas pipelines to St. Louis and elsewhere, and he 
is fighting the expansion of waterpower. UMWA 
opposition to Senator Kilgore of West Virginia 
was based, nominally at least, on the Senator's 
advocacy of the St. Lawrence waterway project, 
with its great dams and power output. 

Lewis knows what prolonged strikes did to the 
anthracite coal industry in the '20s, when the 
market decreased one-third in five years. 

However successful he may have been hitherto 
in browbeating the White House, Lewis should 
know that the American consumer will not be 
browbeaten, If strikes make the consumer un- 
easy about the supply and price of coal, he will 
turn in increasing numbers to fuel oil or natural 
gas—and this is even truer of the industrial con- 
sumer than of the household user. 

In his handsome home on the Potomac, Lewis 
converted from an oil burner to a coal furnace, 
because otherwise “his miners would kill him’— 
only politically, we assume—but who else has 
converted from oil or gas to coal? 

John L, Lewis kfows all this, but he would 
rather grab the spotlight and dramatize himself 
than look to the long-range welfare of his own 
union. If the miners continue to stand by Lewis 
in his headlong exhibitionism, they may force 
still greater wage increases. But the gain will 
be made at the expense of more and more ghost 
towns in the coal fields, of which there are too 
many already. 

The miners, to their great credit, have often 
ignored Mr. Lewis's leadership in things politi- 
cal. It is now time to question his leadership in 
labor matters also. There is no virtue in loyalty 
to a leader who has run amuck.

Curbing the Veto 

Despite the exasperating unwieldiness of the 
veto power accorded each of the “Big Five” in 
the United Nations, it is clear that not one of 
them is prepared now to surrender its right to 
bar action. Russia would oppose surrender of 
the veto as vigorously as the most isolationist vf 
the Senators in the new Congress, and Britain, 
France and China would not be very far behind. 

Yet the veto is such an instrument of inaction 
and paralysis that, unless means are found to 
curb it, the whole structure of UN may be dis- 
credited. 

Let us take an example. Assume that the 
quibbling about a form of government for the 
Free Territory of Trieste is finally ended, and 
that a chief of police and governing body take 
office. Assume, ‘next, that Anglo-American 
troops are withdrawn. Then assume further, as 
is not unlikely, that Tito or a new D’Annunzio 
tries to overthrow the new authorities and take 
over for Yugoslavia or Italy. 

Preventive sor remedial action would depend 
on the Security Council, but under the unquali- 
fied veto, Russia or Britain or any other of the 
Big Five could say, “Let it be,” and international 
anarchy would be on the march again. 

The hope of the world, therefore, is centered 
on the current meeting of the Big Five to con- 
sider means of limiting the veto so that some 
guaranty of order can be provided. Great 
Britain has suggested limitations around which 
the discussion will revolve, 

Britain proposes that a power be permitted to 
use the veto only when its own interests are at 
stake, and that the type of dispute in which the 
veto may be applied be further defined. Britain 
suggests also that the veto be exercised only by 
positive vote and not, as at present it may be, 
by mere abstention from voting. Finally, Britain 
proposes that the Security Council become more 
an agency of mediation and conciliation, so that 
stalemates by veto will be less likely. 

These are reasonable proposals, and pretty 
close to the minimum restrictions on the veto if 
UN is to be an effective instrument of world 
order. They are in the tradition of intelligent

compromise, and since UN is not a super-govern- 
ment, it is to intelligent compromise, molded by 
world opinion, that we must look for peace. 
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To a Grand Old Man 


Oswald Garrison Villard, after a half-century 
of journalism, was honored yesterday at a dinner 
in New York. Mr. Villard is n&t accustomed to 
honors; he is a weather-toughened warrior who 
is more at home in a shower of brickbats. For 
he has made it a career to espouse good causes, 
however unpopular, to oppose haughty and 
greedy majorities, to battle for ideals against 
tides of public opinion. Like his famous grand- 
father, William Lloyd Garrison, whose flaming 
pen as early as the 1830s enlisted in the fight 
against Negro slavery, Mr. Villard has lived to 
see the success of many of his crusades. 

Mr. Villard is the son of Fanny Garrison and 
Henry Villard, who built the Northern Pacific 
system and who later acquired the New York 
Evening Post. Under the Villard ownership, the 
Post was a newspaper of the highest distinction. 
Its editor was the celebrated Edwin L. Godkin, 
and it was Godkin who strongly influenced 
young Villard. After the Post was sold in 1920, 
Mr.. Villard devoted all his attention to the Na- 
tion, New York weekly, and, during his long 
editorship, made it a powerful organ for pro- 
gressivism, 

So distinct an individualist as Mr. Villard, so 
strongly an opinionated man, must inevitably 
develop ideas with which many of his strongest 
admirers cannot agree. Thus his belief that 
prohibition might actually prohibit hurt his in- 
fluence and he himself finally admitted he was 
wrong. Thus, also, his leaning toward pacifism, 
while based deeply and sincerely on humanita- 
rian principles, has not been a workable philos- 
ophy in the times to which he was born. 

If these are the warts on Cromwell’s nose, the 
nose itself remains and it is a noble one. The 
under-privileged people of America and the op- 
pressed minorities are forever in his debt. The 
“malefactors of great wealth” have felt the lash 
of his invective. Hating war, Mr. Villard loves 
the Army and has been one of its most construc- 
tive critics. Loving the press, one of Mr. Vil- 
lard’s great services has been to chastise his 
child, as it were, pointing out its faults and 
weaknesses, as he recently did notably in a 
book called “The Disappearing Daily.” 

As a prophet, Mr. Villard was one of the first 
to warn America of Adolf Hitler as a greater 
menace than the Kaiser was, 

As a craftsman, Many a newspaper man en- 
vies him. In contrast to his mild appearance 
and his fine personal urbanity, his prose has 
pace, sinew and vigor which make him one of 
the master editorial writers of America. 

Hats off to Oswald Garrison Villard! 
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Missouri Mule in China 

That rugged, stubborn, incorruptible character, 
the venerable Missouri mule, is in the headlines 
again. Shanghai dispatches report several hun- 
dred Missouri mules, all veterans of Army serv- 
ice in the Pacific war, are being turned over by 
UNRRA to Chinese farmers and cartmen. Each 
of the long-earred, flea-bitten veterans is said 
to be the graduate of a “course in Chinese lan- 
guage training” sufficient to condition him to 
obey the hissing commands of Chinese masters, 

So here is the Missouri mule, a shambling ani- 
mal of 1100 pounds and a mind all his own, going 
into bondage in far-off ancient Asia. His masters 
are accustomed to their native mules—scrawny, 
spiritless beasts of a mere 600 or so pounds dis- 
placement. The Missouri mule is a far nobler 
creature. Hardened by Army life, he is a doubly 
tough customer. The iron hand and the searing 
profanity of the GI mule skinner have toughened 
his hide and tempered his pugnacity.

Concentration of private economic power rush- 
es on, as is told by a Washington correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch on the preceding page to- 
day. It is a revolution, If it runs full course, 
it will leave a new undemocratic society distaste- 
ful to everyone except a small elite of managers, 
labor leaders and bureaucrats who control it. 

Business once ran with little more than police 
protection from government, but Adam Smith's 
dream was long ago largely lost. Big business 
grew bigger and little business men became em- 
ployes. With concentration came instability. The 
depth and persistency, and in part the fact itself, 
of the post-1929 depression resulted from the 
flood of concentration in the 1920s. So the Gov- 
ernment stepped in, fostered labor monopoly to 
balance business monopoly, and imposed wide 
social controls. 

After 14 years, we have elected a Congress 
which will oppose further socialization, There is 
the greater danger, however, that it will encour- 
age further private concentration. If it furthers 
that trend, the inevitable next new deal may 
make the last seem the acme of free enterprise. 

Free private enterprise is handsomely defend- 
ed—in words, Deeds must come up to the same 
level if it is to survive with any meaning. Pat- 
ent law cries for reform. A vast anti-trust loop- 
hole still permits dangerous mergers by purchase 
of corporate assets. Perhaps taxation must be 
given a positive bias against excessive bigness. 
Anti-monopoly law must be improved, and en- 
forced more vigorously than ever before. 

Encroaching concentration is everyone's con- 
cern, Chécking it is the special task of Presi- 
dent and Congress—and, as to planning ways and 
means, of the Economic Council and its compan- 
jon congressional committee. Here, just as acute- 
ly as in foreign affairs, we need a truly bi- 
partisan policy.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP). 
HE bacteriological warfare 
T section of the Army has a 
toxoid that will afford mass 
protection against death by one 
of the great poisons 
during World War II. 

This toxoid ig not identified, but 
the language of the official re- 
lease. indicates it probably 
against the botulinus toxin, which 
is so deadly that one ounce could 
kill more than 150,000,000 people, 
provided there was any, conceiv 
able method of petting the stuff 
into large numbers of humans. 

This botulinus toxin js a poison 
produced by the bacteria that 
cause botulinus poisoning in 
spoiled food. Such poisoning is 
rare because these bacteria are 
killed easily by heat less than the 
temperature of boiling water. 

A toxoid is a weakened form of 
toxin, Toxoids -are adminis 
tered the same as vaccines, and 
they produce similar immunity, 
for differing lengths of. time. 
Summary of Actions, 

The War Department wording, 
in its release on bacteriological 
warfare early this year, covers 
the toxin and the toxoid in two 
sentences of a summary of ac- 
complishments, reading: 

“Production and isolation for the 
first time of a crystalline bac. 
terial toxin, which has opened the 
way for the preparation of a more 
highly purified immunizing toxoid. 

“Development and _ production 
of an effective toxoid in sufficient 
quantities to protect large scale 
operations should this be neces 
sary.”

—When Russia puts ita first team 
into the scrimmage at the United 
Nations political committee ses- 
sions, Molotov takes parliamentary 
orders from an old revolutionary 
companion, 


At the head of the 54-place 
round table sits Dimitri Z. Manuil- 
sky, Ukrainian Foreign Minister 
and chairman of the powerful po- 
litical committee of the General 
Assembly. 


Manuilsky, whose bushy hais, 
twinkling brown eyes and scraggly 
mustache suggest a  prankish 
Skye terrier, is doubtless the most 
fabulous Soviet diplomat of them 
all—and that includes Molotov 
himself. 

Here, for the first time, is print- 
ed some of Manuilsky’s early 
background. 

It explains why the cheerful, 
gesticulating little man from the 
Ukraine is practically sacrosanct 
among his Soviet colleagues, and 


poraneously without full directives 
from the Kremlin, 

For Manuilsky goes back to the 
early days of Lenin and Stalin. 
He is one of the few surviving— 
and active—members of that little 
group. 

Before he was 20 years old (in 
1903) he was causing the Czarist 
police more headaches than Lenin. 
He led demonstrations; he helped 
form the St, Petersburg Bolshevik 
committee, and he organized local 
secret committees in Latvia and 
the Ukraine. 

His Revolutionary Name. 

Molotov took the revolutionary 

name of “Hammer” and Stalin, 
the alias of “Steel.” Manuilsky 
spent so much time hiding from 
the police that he could never hold 
a “front” job, and so he called 
himself “Bezrabotnyi,” which 
means “the unemployed.” 
It was Manuilsky who helped 
organize the Kronstadt uprising 
in June 1906, which was one of 
the earliest mass demonstrations 
against the Czar. 

He evaded transportation to the 
Siberian salt mines by one of his 
many escapes from jail. He prob- 
ably saw the inside of more Czar- 
ist prisons than any other revolu- 
tionary leader—and he certainly 
escaped more often than any 
other. 

In 1907, the pressure from the 
Czarist police was too great. Lenin 
advised him to flee into exile. 

For 10 years, “Bezrabotnyi’— 
now chief Ukrainian delegate at 
Lake Success—lived in France and 
Switzerland. He learned to speak

seized power, he was made deputy 
commissar for industrial produc- 


tion for the Soviets. Later he be- 

became commissar of agriculture 

in the Soviet Ukraine and a mem- 

ber of the Central Committee of 

the All-Union Communist party. 
His Diplomatic Record. 

At the international level, he 
served with the Soviet delegation 
to negotiate a separate peace with 
Germany in the first world war. 
He headed a Russian Red Cross 
mission to France in 1919. He ne- 
gotiated the peace with Poland in 
1920-21. 

Most important of all, Manuil- 
sky was head of the Comintern 
(the Communist International) 
from 1928 until its dissolution in 
1943. 

All of which explains why Manu- 
ilsky, who acts in his public 
speeches more like a Frenchman 
than Alexandre Parodi himself, 
has Stalin’s confidence. 

It has been said of “Bezrabotnyi” 
that he seems to be the only So- 
viet delegate here who ever had 
any fun. He looks it, with his 
twinkle; he acts it, with his amus- 
ing little jokes. 

But when the Kremlin says 
“Jump,” he jumps as high as the 
others—and he lands with a 
heavier shock, if anything, simply 
because he knows so much more 
about western thought and cus- 
toms.

In his talk yesterday he read ex- 
cerpts from State Department rec- 
ords and from his interviews with 
various Nazi leaders, including 
Hermann Goering.

Comings and Goings 
At Len Hall's Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


WELCOME visitor this week was Aden Bauman of the 

Conservation Commission who, we are delighted to hear, 

has been promoted to the rank of Chief Acquatic Biologist 
for the state. Aden is an outstanding expert on farm ponds, 
stream management and 
the game fishes of Missouri. 
He ig a top-notch scientist, 
a sportsman from the word 
go and a good addition to 
any barbershop quartet. 
He’d been down at Des Arc 
on Black river an a job 
and was able to spend a few 
hours -with us checking on 
our pond locations and 
making suggestions for 
handling our badly eroded 
creek bed. This is a problem 
in water management that 
is going to be interesting to 
tackle—but far from easy to 
solve. The primary source 
of our troubles doesn’t lie 
on our farm, though in the 
past we have contributed to 
similar troubles down- 
stream. The difficulty lies 
fn the watershed upstream from us where for years the creek 
has been pastured or farmed right down to its very banks, with 
no protective covering left to check the high waters which 
come roaring down from steep Ozark hillsides denuded of their 
timber. 


@ BUT GETTING BACK to our visit with Aden, we looked 


over our pond sites and got his approval, including the location 
of the eventual big pond of two or more acres over on the east 
side of the farm. He also gave us excellent advice on correcting 
the former bad practice in handling our creek, which requires 
the use of a bulldozer, along with an improved pasture pro- 
gram. Wed hoped to get Isaah Wright in here this autumn 
to build one pond and work on the creek, but he told us at the 
sale last week that he couldn't make it until next year. We hope 
to get Aden down again before long, when he comes back to &t. 
Louis for a séssion at the course in angling which the St. Louis 
Fiy and Bait Casting Club is sponsoring at Roosevelt, South- 
west, Cleveland and McKinley High Schools this year.

In the Army 
of the Lord 


Salvation Army Lieutenant on Duty 
Here Tells of Her Work Among Those 


Who Have Hit Bottom — Her Greatest 


Joy Is in ‘Helping 


to Serve Mankind.’ 


By Clarissa Start 


HE quaint, old-fashioned bon- 
T net of the Salvation Army las- 

sie is probably the most fa- 
miliar feminine headgear in the 
world. It is a symbol that com- 
mands not only the instinctive re- 
spect engendered by the vest- 
ments of any religious order but 
a certain measure of friendliness 
as well. 

“People are cordial. to us,” Lt. 
Lucy Gabrielsen of the local or 
Midland district, of the Salvation 
Army, describes -it. “Invariably 
when a person finds I’m with the 
Army they become more confi- 
dential, as if they feel we will un- 
derstand them more than other 
people, I think we have the con- 
fidence of almost everyone we 
meet.” 

One of the reasons behind this 
confidence and respect lies in the 
personality of such workers as 
Lt. Gabrielsen. A young woman 
(“‘lady” is the more appropriate 
word) who spends her days listen- 
ing to the life histories of profes- 
sional prostitutes, alcoholics, and 
derelict down-and-outers, as well 
as solving the problems of the 
homeless, the stranded, and the 
otherwise unfortunate, she has 
neither the hardened cynicism of 
some social workers nor the plati- 
tudinous piety of some profes- 
sional psalm-singers. What she 
does have is a sense of humor and 
a sense of dedication, the look of 
a person who has a “calling.” 

You have to have a calling to 
be a Salvation Army’ worker be- 
cause it is no part-time profession. 
The Army, like other armies, gov- 
erns what you will wear and 
where you will live; unlike other 
armies, it also governs whom you 
shall marry, and how you shall 
pass your leisure as well as your 
working hours. The remunerea- 
tion is an allowance rather than 
a salary, but as Lt. Gabrielsen 
points out quietly, “We're not com- 
pensated through dollars and 
cents but we have other compen- 
sations.” 

“We're considered much the 
same as ministers of the gospel,” 
she added. “You see, the Salva- 
tion Army is a religious denom- 
ination, not a social welfare or- 
ganization. We're a church with 
a social aim and a social organ- 
ization with a religious aim. 
That's often been quoted and it 
sums it up well.” 


Moving around the country un- 
der orders and often more than 
a minister, Army workers’ ap- 
pointments last on an average of 
three or four years. Lt. Gabriel- 
sen has been here since last May. 

“T suppose you might say my 
job is ever-changing,” she smiled 
when we asked for a resume of 
her daily duties. “I’ve been doing 
case work at the emergency lodge 
for stranded women and children 
on Rauschenbach street, but every 
other day I work downtown here 
at headquarters in the family 
welfare department. That’s dur- 
ing the day. As officers our time

“T like a mixture of the 
two,” she says. “One helps you 
to balance the other. When you 
face reality all the time you 
have to realize there is a 
power greater than our own 
human resources to help us 
through our problems. That is 
the philosophy of the Salva- 
tion Army and that is why I 
work in the Army—because I 
agree with that philosophy all 
the way.” 


is the Army’s 24 hours a day and 
though we do have time for our- 
selves, we’re given orders as far 
as engagements for the evening 
are concerned, Sometimes we 
conduct. services in one of the 
corps—that’s the same as a 
church—where we either preach 
or sing, and in between times 
conduct street meetings. Also I’m 
a member-vof the Division song- 
sters and the Division band; I 
play a cornet. Occasionally we're 
sent out to speak to other re- 
ligious groups and sometimes to 
other centers; for example this 
week-end I’m going to Centralia 
to conduct services there,” 

Lt. Gabrielsen was born into the 
Army. Her mother and father, 
both natives of Norway, are Army 
workers in the Scandinavian head- 
quarters in Chicago; a brother is 


a major in Indianapolis. But her 
decision to enter the Army came 
of her own free will in 1940, and 
from then until June 1945 when 
she was commissioned she studied 
with the Army in view.

| earliest childhood that. I 
wanted to something where- 
by I could serve mankind,” she 
said reflectively. “I went to 
Wheaton College where I majored 
in social work because I felt 
that background would be the 
best training.

girls who came in, not to attend 
the meetings but to break them 
up. I had to learn to talk their 
language or they didn't under- 
stand. Finally,” she added with a 
grin, “I got to the place where it 
didn’t bother me in the least to 
have to throw: people out.” 

“Of course, seriously,” she con- 
tinued, “it was a case of their not 
having any church training at all, 
and not knowing how to behave.

Lt. Gabrielsen is more used to

If 
someone comes to us and says, ‘I 
killed my grandmother,’ we just 
have to say, ‘Did you use an ax or 
a knife?’” 

In relating case histories, she 
reconsidered in the middle of sev- 
eral recitals and broke off, saying, 
“No, I suppose that’s too rugged.” 
Finally we suggested that she 
complete some and let us judge. 
She did and we can only say that 
many of them are indeed “too 
rugged” to print. One recent case 
dealt with a 14-year-old girl from 
a small town, brought here to be 
treated for disease resulting in her 
case from the oldest profession of 
all, a profession in which she had 
been sponsored by her father who 
collected the profits and paid his 
daughter off in chewing gum. A 
jail sentence prevented him from 
carrying out his boasted intention 
of adding the girl’s 11-year-old 
sister to the business. The 14-year- 
old is now under the Salvation 
Army’s care. 

Some of the cases are milder—

One ofthe 100 agencies which is 


benefited by Community Chest 
donations, the Salvation Army in 
St. Louis, under the direction of 


Brigadier-General Albert E. Rams- 
dale, has nine corps areas, and a 
wide variety of activities, and aids. 
There is the Market Street center 
for unattached men, the shelter on 
Rauschenbach street for stranded 


women, the Red Shield USO club 
for servicemen, the Evangeline 
residence for young girls working 
away from home, the Booth Me- 
morial hospital for unmarried 
mothers, the Men's Industrial Cen- 
ter which reconditiongs and repairs 
furniture, offering a rehabilitation 
project for men. Often rehabili- 


tated cases become ardent work- 
ers as in the case of one man, a 
lawyer who lost practice and social 
standing through alcoholism, then 
became a convert, and is now an 
outstanding worker at the Market 


st. Center where 95 per cent of 
the work is with alcoholics. 

The Salvation Army takes a 
practical view of rehabilitation, 
best exemplified by some of Lt. 
Gabrielsen’s remarks, such as: 


“Many times to reach the soul of 
a person you have to take care of 
his material needs -first.” And, 
“One of our problems now is find- 
ing shelters for men because to 
rehabilitate a man you have to 
take him out of the flophouses.” 
And, “We believe these men must 
be given food and shelter and also 
a religious experience to change 
them inwardly as well as outward- 
ly.” 

This work of Lt. Gabrielsen gives 
fresh meaning to the words of an 
old Gospel song. Truly, she, and 
her co-workers, “Rescue the per- 
ishing, care for the dying, snatch 
them in pity from sin and the 
grave. Weep o'er the erring ones, 
lift up the fallen... .”

Transcription Show 
Doing a Nose Dive 


By John Crosby 
NEW YORK, Nov. 23. 

HE transcription controversy has become the Bing Crosby 

T controversy. Crosby's Hooper rating on his first transcrip- 

tion show was a big 24. His fourth show had sunk to 12, 

which means about 12,000,000 persons who heard him the first 


time around were no longer 
interested in listening. His 
fifth show of the aix he 
transcribed in advance rose 
slightly to 15.8, assisted prob- 
ably by the outcries of alarm 
from press and public. In 
other words a lot of people 
tuned in to find out whether 
Crosby was as bad as every 
one said he was. That.is a 
rather perverse reason for 
listening to the radio but, at 
any rate, Bing didn't disap- 
point this contingent. He 
couldn’t have been worse, 

Virtually every one, in- 
cluding the elevator opera- 
tors at the American Broad- 
casting Co., has his own rea- 
son for the Crosby nosedive, 
none of them quite alike. Some say Crosby wasn’t very careful 
in selecting his guest stars except for the first program, on 
which Bob Hope appeared. Others contend that the old spon- 
taneity is lacking; that is, while Crosby has a studio audience 
at these transcription sessions, he hasn't got a microphone in 
front of him and the knowledge that a great many persons 
are on the other end of it, a great stimulant to a veteran 
radio performer. Around the two senior networks, NBC and 
CBS, which do not allow transcribed shows, the reasoning 
follows “this personal prejudice, Transcription, they say, hope- 
fully, just doesn't interest the average listener.

Well, let’s stop beating around the bush and get 
down to cases. What on earth has happened to Bing 
Crosby's voice? It sounded all right on his first pro- 
gram; on his fifth, it didn’t even sound like a good 
imitation. To make sure I wasn’t dreaming, I hauled 
a man into the room and made him listen to the show 
without telling him what he was listening to. Crosby 
ran turough hatf of one song, “South America, Take It 
Away” which sounds much better on a jukebox, and all 
of another song before my unwilling listener suspected 
it was Crosby, a man whose voice is usually as identi- 
fiable as that of the late President Roosevelt.

@ NOT ONLY was the quality completely missing but Crosby 
just wasn't singing very well. His voice flattened out completely 
times; he started one song in the wrong key; and 
again and again was off pitch, sometimes by almost a full 
note 

All this was from one of the most sure-footed singers in 
the Also, for the first time to my knowledge, he 
sounded as if he were making a great effort to sing at all, 
certainly an odd note from one of the most nonchalant and 
natural of ballad singers. 

There are plenty of other things wrong with the Bing 
Crosby show. The entire program, that is the fifth program, 
had an air of haste and improvisation as if Crosby's shotgun 
were sitting in the corner and he were in a hurry to get 
off into the woods with it.

N a small farm just an hour’s 
() iris ride out of New York 

lives a man who will probably 
go down in history as America’s 
best-loved school teacher. His 
name is Angelo Patri and now in 
the quiet years of his life he does 
little but read, tend his flowers 
and watch his fig tree grow in 
his greenhouse, and pour into a 
syndicated newspaper column all 
the wisdom he amassed during 
the 30 years that he was principal 
of New York’s Public School 
No. 45, 

An Italian-born American, Patri 
was brought to this country by 
his parents when he was five 
years old. From the very first 
he had a great hunger for educa- 
tion. At 21, he was a teacher in 
the New York public schools and 
in 1913 went to P. 8. 45 to begin 
three decades of work that made 
him the idol of some 90,000 chil- 
dren who benefited from his guid- 
ance in those 30 years. 

“When I went to P. 8, 45 in 
1913, it was in the heart of the 
Italian section of Brooklyn,” Patri 
told this reporter as we strolled 
along the paths that led among 
his flowers and plants. “I had 
come from the same kind of 
neighborhood and I understood 
those children, 

“It did not bother me that a 
number of goats followed the chil- 
dren to school each day and 
grazed around the school until it 
was time to follow the children 
back home. In fact, I thought it 
Was a good thing.” 

Almost from the beginning, 
Patri began putting into effect in 
his school his plan to teach his 
pupils how to create beauty in 
the midst of drab surroundings. 
He broke down the old academic 
routine and insisted that there 
was something: more to schooling 
than reading and writing and 
arithmetic, He allowed his chil- 
dren freedom to develop their in- 
terests. He introduced classes in 
sculpture, and rug weaving; he 
insisted that children with a tal- 
ent and leaning toward painting 
be encouraged and instructed in 
that art; he had classes in gar- 
dening and pottery, in sewing and 
cooking, in dramatics and danc- 
ing; he had a print shop and a 
book bindery installed in the 
school. And before many years 
Patri was turning out of his un- 
orthodox school boys and girls 
who found success waiting for 
them in the great world outside 
their poor neighborhood, 

“T believe that only four periods 
of the school day should be de- 
voted to academic work,” says the 
white-haired, benign and beloved 
Patris “The other three periods 
should be the child's own, to work 
as he pleases with his own hands, 
to create with his hands. The ma- 
chine age has made life too sim- 
ple. And unless a child is given 
something of a cultural education 
and a chance for the intensive 
development of something he loves 
deep within him, he will go out 
into the world without having de- 
veloped strength in himself and 
be the victim of civilization and 
not its master.” 


Next week, Patri will be 70 
years old and the people of that 
poor neighborhood where he lav- 
ished affection, attention and per- 
sonal guidance upon their chil- 
dren will dedicate a community 
center to him. Master of cere- 
monies will be the movie and stage 
star, John Garfield, a product of 
Angelo Patri’s public school. 

“John was a typical example of 
thousands of youngsters who can- 
not be forced into the mold of the 
ordinary school,” Patri said. “He 
came from a very poor family 
and lived, most of the time with 
his uncle, a very unhappy exist- 
ence. There was no way of in- 
teresting John in the ordinary

school subjects, but in talking to 
him I ferreted out his interest in 
dramatics. When we started the 
dramatic class, John was the star 
pupil and before long his interest 
in ordinary subjects began to pick 
up—enough at least to get him 
passing marks and promotion.” 

When Garfield wanted to enter 
an inter-scholastic speaking con- 
test, he borrowed $5 from Patri 
for a store suit, Out of the $25 
prize he received when he won 
the contest he paid back the $5 
and with the $20 remaining start- 
ed on a career that led to fame. 

Another of Patri’s prize pupils 
was a lad named Antoni DiFilippo. 
Tony could not be kept in any 
class. The minute his English 
teacher’s back was turned he 
would scoot out the door. Arith- 
metic he scorned completely. But, 
he confided in a heart to heart 
chat with Patri, he did have one 
interest and that was in sculpture. 
Today Antoni DiFilippo is a recog- 
nized success in his field. 

As we strolled through the 
woods surrounding the Patri 
home, the soft-spoken Patri point- 
ed out a massive figure in con- 
crete that stood at the top of a 
little waterfall. It was a figure 
by DiFilippo—a gift to tell the old 
professor that the successful Tony 
still remembered the understand- 
ing the professor gave him as a

In Patri’s home there are hand

woven rugs made by his former 
pupils; there are batiks and paint- 
ings and pieces. of pottery and 
soap sculpture; there are cunning 
little animals made of wool and 
countless other treasures—all gifts 
from children in whom Patri 
recognized and encouraged a tal- 
ent, 

“I think I am the most fortunate 
person in the world,” he says. 
“Besides my memories, I have all 
these treasures bequeathed me by 
my children.”

N a brochure entitled “Mo- 
ments of Enchantment,” put 
out by the students of the 


junior high schools of the City of 
New York, the work of many of 
Patri’s children are represented 
along with a story about each 
child, 

The story of 15-year-old Salva- 
tore Valentino, as it is told in the 
book explains just how the stu- 
dents in Patri’s public school were 
encouraged to work out their own 
salvation. With the story is an 
exquisite reproduction of a self- 
portrait “which was given place 
in the book because of its signif- 
icance in the development of a 
boy.” 

Here is the story: 

“He was failing in mathematics 
and in consequence was discour- 
aged and sad. He expressed his 
feelings in sullen behavior, ignor- 
ing suggestions, scorning help. 


“The art class was the one 
bright spot in his day but there, 
too, he took his own course, He 
would paint in the way of the 
Old- Masters, read them, study 
their works. By and by this in- 
fluenced his painting but it was 
still far from satisfying him. 


“Then, on a day when his hurt 
and anger at his failure were 
heavy upon him, he seized his 
brush and painted a portrait, of 
himself as he knew himself to be, 
a grand seignior, dressed in the 
rich and colorful costume, 
haughty, bold and free. 

“When he had completed his 
work he looked at it and laughed 
aloud in joy. He had found his 
way. His classmates, after one 
glance from him tod his work, 
shouted, Bravo, Sally, Bravo. 
They knew what had happened 
to him and were glad. 

“A child’s chosen work is his 
mental catharsis, his security in 
sanity and health.” 


In that story lies Angelo Patri's 
formula for the kind of education 
he would give every child. He 
believes that beyond the need for 
a few hours’ daily instruction in 
the academic field, there lies an 
equal need for every child to learn 
to work with his hands, Thus 
he can build within himself 
a bulwark upon which he can fall 
back when satisfaction passes 
him by in these days of the ma- 
chine age,

Sheepmen Have Their Work Cut Out for Them When Snow 
Begins to Drift and Winds Howl in Wyoming-— 
Story of State's Biggest Sheep Ranch.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Nov. 23. 
HE ewe, gilassy-eyed at the 
edge of the drop herd, humped 
her back and crouched taut. 
Oblivious of her sister ewes also 
heavy with lamb, being prodded by 
three shaggy sheep dogs against 
the raw wind, she stood trapped 
in the mute peril of reproducing 
her like. The grizzled herder, 
overcoated in rusty black from 
his chin to his ankles, gripped the 
long staff of his sheep hook and 
waited, The ewe, with a shudder 
and bleak cry as old as all life, 


sagged as the little lamb dropped, 
The sheep hook shot forward, 
snagging the ewe's left hind leg. 
Slowly she swung her head, and 
with the glaze in her eyes soft- 
ening, watched the herder stand 
by her new lamb, seeming all legs 


and pink ears, on its four tiny 
hoofs. The herder turned and 
waved. <A covered trailer, pulled 


by a jeep, sped towards him across 
the prairie, It was the lambulance, 
hovering to hurriedly rush the new 
mother and her bleating baby to 
a straw warmed pen inside the 
distant lambing shed. 

Raising lamb, for extra succu- 
lent banquet treats from coast to 
coast, is big business for the War- 
ren Livestock Co., largest sheep 
ranch in Wyoming. As yast as 
half the state of Rhode Island, 
the ranch spreads over half a mil- 
lion rich acres, encompassing 
Wyoming's largest town, Cheyenne, 
and crossing the high Horse 
Creek Mountains to nudge the out- 
akirts of Laramie, the second 
largest. Its pastures, arroyos, 
gullies and crags have deer, ante- 
lope, coon and pheasant, plus clear 
winding streams bedded heavy 
with trout. Ancient wagon tracks 
of the old Overland Trail stretch 
five inches deep across its south- 
east corner. Lodge Pole Creek, 
100 feet wide as its zig-7ags the 
ranch, sinks underground at one 
point to emerge in the sun cight 
miles away. On one high mesa, 
pressing the ranch’s north bound- 
ary, are ancient Indian teepee 
rings. Saucered into the ground 
to a depth of three inches, they 
are still edged by the heavy rocks 
used to weight down the soft buf- 
falo hide shelters. On the mesas 
and plains buffalo grass, conceded 
by sheep men to be the most 
superior grazing on the North 
American continent, grows thick. 
Western wheat and wild oats sod 
the prairie, too, a fattening taste 
treat for any young lamb. 

On this fabulous ranch, which 
fo span takes two days of fast 
jeep driving, are grazed 30,000 
sheep. They dot the horizon in 
herds of 1700 each in the care of 
three dogs and a weather-bronzed 


herder, 
M ewes and castrated rams being 

grazed for market; several are 
“huck” herds, choice rams used as 
breeders; the majority are “drop” 
herds, ewes “with lamb” come 
apring—trailed by their sucklings 
come summer. Drinking at stream 
banks, springs, or one of the 39 
wells, the sheep move slowly in 
summer from pasture to pasture, 
bedded close-packed at night in 
the lee of a hill. From November 
to March each herd is assigned 
one of the 30 winter camps, where 
the sheep bed each dusk or during 
storms in the circular corral, 
During the day they graze within 
a two-mile radius. Baled hay and 
soy cake supplements their 
prairie fare then, and the herder 
has his permanent cabin in which 
to bunk. Without these winter 
camps lamb might be scarce on 
our menu, for the sheep would 
soon perish in the wild winter 
and spring blizzards. 

A herder’s lonely sleep is haunt- 
ed by the fear of losing his flock 
in a blizzard. For even though 
he is only two miles from camp 
when the storm breaks, he can be- 
come hopelessly lost and frozen 
to death in his efforts to reach the 
corral, especially if he is facing 
the storm. For that reason, and 
since most Wyoming blizzards 
bear down from the north, a herd- 
er always grazes north of his 
camp if the morning looks bleak. 
Then, if the blizzard suddenly de- 
velops, he has it at his back as 
he pushes toward camp. 


He builds “blizzard markers,” 
too--high piles of loose stone to-

wards which to grope through the 
swirling snow. Even s0, many 
of the herder’'s fellows, along with 
their dogs and flocks, have been 
frozen to death within sight af 
their camps, 


Even in camp a blifzard can 
spell near disaster, Especially if, 
by odd chance, the snow comes 
from the south.to drift and pack 
against the sheep in their open 
corral, always built with its hill 
break on the north, Occasionally 


lasting for days at a stretch, the 
snow will sometimes bury the 
sheep to a depth of four feet, 


where they can only live huddled 
together for as long as three days, 
When the blizzard abates, and the 
sun probes the grey haze to 
sparkle a white world, the herder 
straps on his snow shoes and 
starts digging for his ewes. Pull- 
ing them atop the drift one by 
one, he sets the stiffened animals 
on their feet, frequently having to 
straddle one and walk it back and 
forth until it is warm enough to 
move alone, It’s a rugged task, with 
the loss sometimes heavy. But, 
released from their icy tomb, they 
are soon bleating and baa-ing as 
the three sheep dogs jump through 
the snow and bark, and hay and 
soy cake are spread to break their 
enforced fast, It's not hard to see 
why a herder’s fear of a blizzard 
increases as March and lambing 
season approaches, For though the 
danger of a quick storm is not 
yet passed, the herder must leave 
winter camp and move his ewes, 
heavy with lamb, towards the dis- 
tant and expertly staffed lambing 
shed, The trek, across open 
prairie, is a chance he must take: 
for his ewes and prospective lambs 
will need fine care then.

blade of new grass, is ‘dropped’ 

and trucked to a straw filled 
shed-pen with its mother, its fight 
to live really begins, It must be 
guarded from drafts, since a lamb, 
like a human, is susceptible to 
pneumonia. And it must be ac- 
cepted, as her own, by its mother. 
A ewe’'s mother jnstincts, as arule, 
are strong, but occasionally, espe- 
cially if the lamb is her first, 
she's confused. Then the lambing 
boss must wheedle her by working 
the milk from her two teats into 
the lamb’s eager mouth (a rough 
mouth usually, for a lamb is born 
with his lower teeth!) and by hold- 
lug him to her shy nostrils to give 
her his scent, The lamb who has 
lost his mother or is one of twins, 
is a special problem, for he must 
be mothered by a ewe whose lamb 
has died, To get a ewe to co- 
operate is no trivial task.

It is accomplished by skinning 
the ewe's dead lamb, Done prop- 
erly, the hide will be left with four 
holes for the foster lamb’s. long 
legs. Snugged like a jacket around 
the lamb to be suckled, he now 
carries the familiar foster-mother 
scent. But, placed in the pen with 


her, she is still wary. Something 
is wrong, her eyes say beseech- 
ingly. She will nose his pink ears, 
the foreign scent of his long legs. 
She will bunt him, none too 
gently, and his forelegs, attached 
to his slim body without benefit 
of bone socket, will buckle. The 
lambing boss may have to throw 
the ewe, hold the lamb to her 
quivering. nose, jacket hide fore- 
most, until, cajoled into the belief 
that she is mothering her own 
off-spring, she will relax, nose the 
lamb gently, and permit him to 
suckle. Once the lamb is thus 
“mothered,” you can’t blame the 
lambing boss for treating himself, 
in his relief, to a double shot of 


corn liquor—straight, 
C reach the ripe age of 10 days, is 

a major maneuver, The ranch 
foreman, seated on a low stool in 
the shed’s culling pen, examines 
each lamb for faults as its mother

ULLING the new lambs, as they 


shoves close, baa-ing worriedly, 
Though all of these super-lambs 
will be choice, except for an occa 
sional pen injury, the bucks 
graded “best of breed” *will be 
tagged, with a metal number 


clamped in one ear, as breeders, 
They will eventually be run ex- 
clusively with the buck herd, The 
remaining bucks are tagged as 
feeders, then castrated. The 
“feeder” and “breeder” ewer are 
tagged; all the lambs are docked, 
the stub of each severed tail medi- 
cated, Their herd number is sten- 
ciled in paint on each rump, for 
later, grazing the prairie, it must 
be possible to segregate each lamb 
in case a herd-mix, a disastrous 
faux pas, accidentally occurs, 
With 10 more days allowed for 


healing, during which the lambs ' 


with their mother ewes are moved 
through a series of increasingly 
larger pens, the lambs are ready 
to face the hazards of a prairie 
summer, 


Prairie fire is one of them, the 
possibility developing rapidly as 
the Wyoming wind and sun begin 
to parch the rich grass. A fire 
may start from a motor spark, 
or a carelessly dropped cigarette, 
although the wanch jeep and 
truck - drivers ‘are constantly 
warned against such carelessness, 
But most prairie fires originate 
with lightning, starply atabbing at 
the prairie in a sudden electrical 
storm. Backed by a strong wind, 
the resulting fire will sweep the 
prairie at a fantastic speed, often 
crisping a panicked herd of sheep, 
dogs, and their herder before help 
ean arrive, So fire guards, armed 
with powerful binoculars, drive 
the prairies in increasing num- 
bers as the summer progresses, 
ready with tractors and heavy 
chain with which to drag the 
prairie, smothering the fire in a 
thick black dust. 


Coyotes lurk the prairie draws 
the year around -—- a crouching 
prey to the succulent grazing 
lambs. Poised against the moon

on a star-lit night, the coyote will 
cry its weird warning. A herder, 
bunked alert-in his. wagon at the 
edge of his bedded herd, will then 
slip with his ‘lead’ dog to the 
ground, and quietly circle the 
huge spread of ewes and lambs. 


If one is bedded too far from its 
fellows, it is prodded closer, For 
it is the contrary sheep who 


‘wants to be alone,’ which the co- 
yote will slink towards and 
pounce upon to sate his midnight 
hankering for fresh blood, Baited 
cyanide traps are set at strategic 
points on the vast prairie ex- 
panse, and all sheepmen ride the 
prairie armed with a_ shotgun, 
But though from 50 to 60 coyotes 
thus meet their doom on this vast 


ranch each season, the coyote 
menace seems to be ever preva 
lent, 

A bob cat will trail a band of 
sheep for days, waiting to make 
his kill. The dogs get his scent, 
their nervousness exciting the 
sheep. It isn’t surprising then, al- 


though the herder is alerted, that 
a young lamb or greedy ewe is 
overlooked as she lags behind the 


edgy herd, to end up with her 
throat between the bob ént’s 
sharp jaws. The dogs may jump 
the cat, even fighting to the 
death over a half mangled lamb 
before the herder can get close 


enough to end the cat's life with 
a well placed bullet. And lucky 
for the herder if he can thus re- 
cover the hide of the dead lamb; 
for when his sheep are tallied at 
the end of each month he is ac- 
countable to the foreman for all 
1700 head, alive dead, The 
tally discourages him, if he he 
lawlessly inclined, from permit 
ting a confederate to ‘steal’ a few 
prospective lamb roasts, then 
claim a cat raid while he pockets 
his ‘split.’ 


or 
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HE rattlesnake is the most in- 
T siaious sheep hazard of all, for 

he creeps the prairies from April 
to November, and contrary to gen- 
eral belief, will strike at the flick of 
a curled Jash whether he is coiled 
or not, A prairie-wise ewe will 
carefully circle a rattler, but most 
lambs are inquisitive, and will nose 
fearlessly toward him. The 
rattler, thus prodded, will bury his 


fangs in the lamb’s nose. The 
lIamb’s immediate demise is a 
tragic loss, considering the num- 
her of tender chops he was 
destined to become. Hundreds 
were lost each season until an 
alert herder noted an odd. phe- 
nomenon. 

He observed that each spring 


the rattlers were all headed south. 
In the fall they were headed north. 
This discovery, voiced to the fore- 


man, led to a disclosure of their 
fall destination—two huge rock 
caves on the” ranch’'s” north 


boundary. An ingenious trap was 
set. While the snakes lay coiled 
deep in winter hibernation, a large 
oil drum was placed a little below 
and a short distance from the hole 
to each nest. One end of a six- 
inch stovepipe was then shoved 
deep into the cave, the other end 
wired atop the drum vat. When 


the next «pring sun began to 
warm the prairie and it was time 
for the annual rattler exodus, 


thousands dropped unawares into 
the trap, a lid was adjusted, a 
truck exhaust was piped into the 
vat, and the rattlers were gassed 
to death. Needless to say, the oil 
drum finesse has been practiced 
every spring since, and has paid 
off a thousand fold in the lives of 
sheep saved. 
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A sheep, come summer, finds 
itself weighted with wool. So 
, 
é 
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weighted that if it stumbles and 
rolls to its back, legs pawing at 
the blue sky, it can’t right itself. 
Many a sheep, so caught behind a 
low hill or lagging in the recess 
of some. gully apart from the herd, 
has met a slow death. And it is 
a curious sight each dawn, as the 
sheep are rising from their prairie 
bed, to see the herder moving 
among them to toss the helplessly 
rolled ones back onto their feet, 
B too long. For'in June each year 

the herds are moved one after 
the other to one of the two huge 
shearing sheds built on opposite 
extremities of the ranch. Inside 
one end of the shed wait from 10 
to 14 Mexican sheep shearers, who 
trek north from Mexico on com 
mission each season. Outside the 
shed each lamb, now from two to 


three months old, must wait while 
his mother ewe is pulled from his

side and prodded into a chute 
leading up to her shearer, 
Panicked, the forlorn lamb mills 
with his small. fellows, bleating 
his frantic fear. 

The ewe, even more frightened 
than her bereft Imamb, is pulled 
through the trap into the shed 


and de-fleeced, often in less than 
two minutes, by electric clippers 
in bronzed expert fingers. It's a 
lucky season if one or mrore ewes 
doesn't die of heart failure under 
the shearer’s quick clipping. The 
fleece, except for tag ends, comes 
off in one piece, is tied and tossed 
to a raised platform to be weighed 
and packed for shipping. The oc- 
casional black fleece is tossed to a 
special bin, to be shipped sepa- 
rately; for a black fleece, once it 
reaches the woolen mill, can be 
dyed only one color—black. The 
ewe, caught ruggedly between the 
knees of the crouching, sweating 
shearer, is seldom cut, although 
the electric shears clip her to 
within an eighth of an inch of 
her hide. However, if she does 
receive an occasional gash, she 
is carefully doctored against pos- 
sible infection. Fach ewe is 
checked by its shearer and, if dry 
of milk, receives a yellow crayon 


mark on her nose. 
Tossed back down the chute, 
each ewe is prodded through a 


series of exit pens, where she re- 
ceives her herd number, once 
more stenciled in paint on her 
newly sheared shoulder. The yel- 
low-crayoned dry ewe is then 
“pulled” to be run as a feeder, for 
aA dry ewe moves across the prairie 
too fast for a herd nursing off- 
spring, creating a coyote and bob 
cat hazard and becoming a con- 
stant worry to her herder.

As the name suggests this fund 
has been set up as a memorial to 
the late Serge Rachmaninoff and 
it will undertake to perpetuate his 
memory by providing career Op- 
portunities to young American art- 
ists of proved ability. The im- 
pending contest is a part of the 
proving process. 

At first giance it may appear 
that such a fund does nothing 
more than is already being done 
by many individuals and a num- 
ber of foundations. There is a 
difference, however, and it is first 
apparent in the provision where- 
by the beneficiaries of the fund 
will be chosen. Only the per- 
sons of the highest qualifica- 
tions will be eligible, even for the 
regional contest. And it is as- 
sumed that the winner—and the 
judges are not compelled to make 
an award on either the regional 
or the national level—will be an 
artist entitled, without question, 
to a concert career.

Having tapped such a person 
the Fund does not propose to 
leave him at that point to strug- 
gle along alone. It will guaran- 
tee an appearance with the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra 
and will underwrite a nation- 
wide recital tour to be managed 
by one of the big agencies.

Mrs. Stuart 
Chambers is chairman of the Ar- 
rangements Committee which 
will supervise the preliminary 
competitions to be held at Kiel 
Auditorium. Leo Fuller is chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 
Two of the five judges who will 
choose the regional winner are 
from Missouri, one is from the 
national] headquarters of the 
fund and the two others will be 
chosen from other states in the 
region. The final contests in 
New. York will be judged by a 
committee of 11. 
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ONLY A PIANO COMPETI- 
ION will be held in the first 
year. Contests for composers and 
conductors will be promoted dur- 
ing the second and after that it 
is planned that pianists and con- 
ductors will compete every other 
year and composers every year 
from 1947-48 on. 

The high qualifications which 
the winner must show may be 
judged partly from the require- 
ments which even a preliminary 
contestant — including the six al- 
ready chosen in this area—must 
meet. The competing pianist, to 
be eligible, must be able to play 
three concertos from memory and 
a list of 15 solo numbers, each se- 
lected from 15 categories ranging 
all the way from Bach to Proko- 
fieff. Preliminary requirements 
for composers and conductors will 
be equally strictly for the direc- 
tors of the found are determined 
to stick to its purpose which is to 


discover talent and not to coddle it. | 


Although the Fund program is 
being started with the piano com- 
petition its directors believe that 
the most important results of its 
activity may be the uncovering of 
American composers and con- 
ductors. 

As matters stand most of the 
important orchestras in the coun- 
try are manned by conductors who 
were trained in Europe and the 
task of filling their places, now 
that the training process has been 
so drastically upset by the war, 
could be a very serious one. The 
Fund proposes to do what it can 
to create a line of American 
trained successors. 

The young conductor who wins 
a regional prize will be given an 
engagement for a pair of con- 
certs with his regional orchestra. 
The national prize winner will 
have invitations to conduct the 
Jeading orchestras of the nation 
and every effort will be made to 
find him a permanent post.

OKLAHOMA TO GO 


ON AUCTION BLOCK

The 32-year-old U.S.S. Oklahoma 
is the first American battleship to 
be put up for public sale in mod- 
ern times. .At least Navy records 
back to 1914—the year the $75,000,- 
000 Oklahoma was commissioned 
—and sketchier records going back 
another half-century, show no such 
sale. 

The 29,000-ton vessel goes on the 


auction block Tuesday at the 


Brooklyn Navy Yard, but there 
are a few catches. 

The Oklahoma is little more 
than a scarred, patched-up hull, 
completely inoperative now. It

be bought for scrap. Given the 
proper conditions, however, the 
Navy is willing to sell it to a 
buyer who intends to operate the 
ship again.

The inter- 
ior has been stripped bare and 
patchwork holds together the side 
of the hull, which was ripped open 
like a sardine can by four Japa- 
nese torpedoes, 

If the buyer wants to use the 
Oklahoma as a ship again, he'll 
have to get special clearance from 
the Secretary of the Navy. If the 
buyer intends to turn the ship 
over to a foreign government, he 
will have to go through exhaus- 
tive examination by the Navy and 
other Government departments. In 
any case, the Navy intends to 
make certain that no one, foreign 
or domestic, will use the ship for 
warlike purposes, even if the Ok- 
lahoma could stand it. |

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Jewish Extremists in Palestine 
Wage Deadly War Against British 


Audacity and Precision of Many of Their 


Attacks Spectacular—Advance Warnings 
Often Given to Minimize Toll.

JERUSALEM, Nov. 23-—Jewish 
extremists wage an unbelievable, 


deadly underground warfare here 
against the British, whom they 
accuse of thwarting them in their 
rightful establishment of a home- 
land in Palestine. 

There is about it a curious mix- 
ture of Robin Hood, the Scarlet 
Pimpernel, Commando raids, and 
plaoin, gangster-style, stab-in-the- 
hack murder. 

There is nothing haphazard in 
the way the Palestine terrorists 
bomb and blast and burn. 

Many of their attacks are 
breath-taking in their audacity 
and spectacular in their precise 
execution, 

Despite miles of barbed wire, 
thousands of soldiers and police, 
and virtually full wartime security 
regulations, the terrorists manage 
to penetrate innermost places to 
leave destruction in their wake. 

The residence of the British 
High Commissioner stands in soli- 
tary splendor on one of the hills 
overlooking Jerusalem. 

Naturally, the single road lead- 
ing to it is one of the most care- 
fully guarded in Palestine. 

Yet, on a recent night when a 
meeting of high officials had been 
planned, it was discovered that 
Jand mines had been liberally 
gown along the roadway. 

Rail Station Blasted. 

At Haifa, threé men identified 
by the British as Jews drove up 
_{n front of a railroad station in a 
light truck. 

(Later it was found they had 
held up the driver of the truck, 
stolen it especially for the job, 
returned it to the driver and set 
him free after they had finished 
with it.) 

They alighted, unloaded three 
barrels from the back of the 
truck, carried them inside and set 
them carefully on the station plat- 
form. Then they calmly drove off. 

A few minutes later Haifa 
police got an anonymous telephone 
call informing them that explo- 
sives had been planted in the sta- 
tion and warning them they had 


better evacuate the immediate 
vicinity to prevent the loss of 
life. 

The police found the barrels 


plainly marked in three languages 


—English, Hebrew and Ayabic— 
with the words “danger—-explo- 
sives.” 


Authorities managed to evacuate 
the vicinity, but the resultant ex- 


plosion put the railroad station 
out of commission, 
Check Points Bombed. 

The last time the British estab- 
lished a dusk-to-dawn curfew on 
the main Jewish section of Jeru- 
salem, check points manned by 


British Tommies were set up. on 


| the thoroughfares leading into the 
| blacked-out area, . 

A couple of nights after the 
curfew had gone into effect, just 
after dusk had fallen, a bomb 
arched from a rooftop near one 
of the check points and exploded 
virtually at the feet of the British 
patrol, 


One soldier was killed and three 
more were wounded. 

Then in quick succession a big 
jeweler’s clock a block away was 
ripped apart by a bomb concealed 
inside, and a third bomb cached 
near another check point exploded, 
injuring four more soldiers, 

All the perpetrators escaped. 

In another railroad station near 
Petah Tikvah, a station employe 
noticed three suitcases lying in- 
Side the station. Stenailed neatly 
on the side of the valises were the 
grim words, “Danger — Bombs.” 
Police managed to get them out- 
side before they exploded. 

Warnings Often Given. 


Spokesmen for the_ terrorist 
groups emphasize that wherever 
possible they give advance warn- 
ings, in order to minimize loss of 
life and injury to innocent per- 
sons, 


They maintain that’ British 
bungling was responsible for the 
tragic toll in the bombing of the 
King David Hotel in Jerusalem, 
where some 90 persons were killed 
and a body hurled through the air 
left blood splotches on a building 
wall 100 yards away. 

Through their underground 
broadcasts, the terrorists asserted 
‘that after the milkcans full of ex- 
plosives had been placed in the 
basement of the King David, 
which served as British headquar- 
ters as well as a civilian hotel, a 
'warning was telephoned into the 
building 22 minutes before the 
blast went off. 

British officials deny that any 
such warning was received “by 
anyone in authority to take ac- 
tion.” 

Be that as it may, there was no 
warning to the British major who 
died in his bed when a midnight 
explosion blasted his home in 
Jaffa, 

There was no warning to the po- 
lice inspector who was shot down 


as he passed a dark alleyway in 
Jerusalem, 

There was no warning to two 
British airmen walking along a 
Je:usalem street who were mowed 
down in gangster fashion by gun- 
fire from a speeding black sedan. 

There was no warning to scores 
of other soldiers and police of- 
ficers who have been killed and 
maimed by mines and booby traps. 

Women Among Members. 

The two main Jewish terrorist 
groups—the Irgun Zvai Leumi and 
the Stern Gang — number “gun 
molls” among their members. 

Eyewitnesses who saw a Brit- 
ish police officer shot down from 
ambush in Jerusalem declare that 
some of the bullets came from a 
pistol in the hands of a young wo- 
man who looked to be about 25 
years old. 

In several cases investigators 
have found that explosives were 
wrapped in silk stockings. 

Those on the outside who have 
sought to get in contact with lead- 
ers of the Irgun or the Stern Gang 
have found that some of their pre- 
liminary contacts were made with 
young women. 

Many of the men serving with 
the terrorists have been toughened 
and trained by guerrilla fighting 
in Europe or by service with regu- 
lar Allied forces. 

They appear to be well equipped 
with arms, and to know how to 
use them expertly. 

Ex-Marines’ Experience. 

A ex-Marine officer was among 
the innocent bystanders caught in 
the middle of a recent Jaffa bank 
robbery. 

One of the men in the bandit 
car calmly motioned to him to 
duck, then mowed down two Arabs 
on each side of the American 
with a burst of tommy gun bullets. 

“J never saw any better shoot- 
ing than that,” the ex-officer said 
later. 

A former army officer who had 
specialized in machine gun train- 
ing reported receiving cautious 
overtures of a job from one of the 
gangs. 

It’s tough duty for the approxi- 
mately 50,000 British troops sta- 


tione-_in Palestine. They just 
have tand out in the open and 
take it. 


“You never know which end is 
going to bite,” one of them ex- 
pressed it. 

Under current British policy, or 
lack of it, discussions and deals 
may be underway in higher levels 
in London or Paris, but the 
Tommy in the field never knows 
how far he can go. 

He may be cursed and spat on 
as he searches for arms caches, or 
enforces curfew regulations, but 
he has no definite instructions to 
guide him in dealing with such 
demonstrations. 

British Tommy’s Reaction. 

Some Tommies develop a half- 
embarrassed, I-don't-like-this-any- 
more-than-you-do-but-it’s-my ~- job 
attitude. 

Others, including some who have 
seen buddies maimed and killed, 
adopt a callous and even brutal 
attitude toward the Jewish civilian 


population as a whole, 

A majority, however, 
tween those two extremes. 

Jews currently are the main suf- 
ferers under British measures, but 
Arabs also resent the military dic- 
tatorship. 

Jews especially are bitter in the 
knowledge that their homes are 
liable to be invaded and searched 
by any soldier without warrant at 
any hour. 

They know they can be detained 
virtually on suspicion for months 
on end, without any charges being 
filed. 

They can be summoned even- 
tually for hearings, with little 
advance notice and with only a 
sketchy knowledge of what 
charges they will face. 

They have seen persons finally 
declared innocent by civil courts, 
only to be locked up again imme- 
diately by military authorities, 

Jews Won't Co-operate, 

The hitherto complete refusal 
of the Jews to co-operate with 
police is one of the factors that 
make observers doubt .that the 
latest British attempt at a truce 
in terrorism will be successful. It 
is the main reason the British 
have been so unsuccessful so far 
in stamping out the terrorism. 

“To my knowledge we have yet 
to get a sing bit of information 
from a single Jewish source about 
an act of terrorism,” one veteran 
Palestine police officer declared. 

British officials tactily admit 
their difficulty as they explain 
why suspects often are held for 
such long periods without trial at 


fall be- 


Rafah, Latrun and other intern- 
ment camps. 
Sometimes, they explain, in- 


ternees so held will refuse to give 
the slightest bit of information. 
even to the point of declining to 
identify themselves. And in cases 
where the British desire to try a 
suspect, they run up against a 
blank wall of refusal by other 
Jews to. testify against a fellow 
Jew.

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SPOONBILL

ARIOUS organizations based on fascist-like 
techniques directly opposed to democratic 
procedures have appeared in this country. 

Most recent is Columbians, Incorporated, which 
admittedly plans to feed on racial and religious 
prejudices, aims at political domination of the 
nation. It had its beginning a few months ago 
in Atlanta, Georgia; last week three of its 
leaders were indicted there on charges grow- 
ing out of anti-Negro activities. It is reported 
to have some following in Indiana, which has 
also been a hotbed of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The Columbians have directly imitated the 
Nazis by going into Nazi-type uniforms—khaki 
shirts, solid ties, an arm circle inclosing a 
lightning flash insigne strikingly like a dis- 
torted swastika. Their tenets, as outlined by 
Homer L. Loomis, 32-year-old organizer and 
secretary, are those of hate organizations in 
the tradition of the Klan, Gerald L. K. Smith’s 
America First party and the former German- 
American Bund. 

Like most such organizations—and like 
Hitler's National Socialists—Columbians, In- 
corporated, makes a major appeal to mal- 
contents and crackpots by persecution of 
minorities. Thus far it has come out against 
Negroes and Jews—subjects of American hate

The obvious similarity between uniforms worn by Hitler's Nazi 
followers and by members of the fascist-minded Columbians is 


campaigns mostly have been Negroes, Jews, 
Catholics, and labor. 

In early stages such groups are usually 
laughed off as merely crackpot—Hitler was 
once just a clown behind a mustache. But 
they feed and grow on human distress and 
fears and hatreds; in times of national stress, 
such as a severe depression, disciples by the 
thousands may rally to their rabble-rousing 
appeals if the true nature of those appeals is 
not exposed. As these anti-democratic forces 
gain strength, like Hitler did, persecution goes 
beyond minorities—chosen first because of 
their relatively smaller numbers—to include 
virtually every group in the democracy. 

The Columbians, when chartered in 
Georgia—the Klan was, too—listed its aims 
as a “national moral reawakening in order 
to build a progressive white community.” 
Even more distinctly paralleling Nazi tenets 
are the objectives proclaimed this month by 
Loomis. They are: Control of United States 
by making Columbians politically dominant; 
an “American nationalist state’; deportation 
of all Negroes to Africa; the United States a 
“one race nation.” Loomis announced his 
personal role in the program by admitting: 
"Yes, I aspire to control the country.”

As to the roasting of the bird itself: To keep the 
breast moist during cooking cover it with a cloth which 
has been dipped in melted sweet butter or unsalted 
lard.

Baking time varies with shape, weight and age 
of turkey. An average, compact bird weighing under 
12 pounds will require at least 25-30 minutes per 
pound. A toothpick, pricked into thigh or fleshy por- 
tion will show juice running clear when turkey is done.

still prefers it. He believes that the players can follow the 
beat more easily when a baton is used.

HE orchestral conductor's instrument is the baton. He can't play a 
T symphony with it but through its use he determines the speed at 

which a piece shall be played and assists the players in conforming 
to the rhythmic designs indicated by the score. The baton is also used 
to some extent to affect the expression of the music but it is all important 
for time and rhythm. The player, glancing at the conductor from time to 
time, can tell at any given moment—and instantly—at what point in the 
measure he is supposed to be. In three-quarter time, for instance, the first 
beat is down, the second to the right and the third up. 

Conductors modify this standard pattern to suit themselves but the 
players know this of course and keep in their minds a picture of their own 
conductor's personal baton design. 

In the photographs on this page the path traced by the baton of 
Vladimir Golschmann, conductor of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, is 
followed in several measures of the orchestral suite “La Mer” by Claude 


‘Debussy. The photographs were made by attaching a light to the point 


of the baton and photographing it, while being propelled by Conductor 
Golschmann, in a darkened room. Each picture represents the traced 
motion of the baton in beating out a single measure. And in each group 
the baton design is shown with a section of the score being read and the 
particular instrumentalists who are playing the most important part of 
the music, usually the melodic line.

latest postwar aids to high-speed, modern 
transportation. It can cruise through the 
air at 120 miles an hour, roll at more than 
45 miles on the highway. Its gasoline tank 
holds 30 gallons; enough, it is estimated, 
to take it 400 miles as an airplane or 750 
miles as an automobile. Changing it from 
one to the other takes the pilot—or driver— 
only seven minutes. It can take off after 
a run of about 400 feet. 

The flying automobilg was invented 
during the war by Robert. Fulton Jr., a 
descendant of the steamboat’s inventor, 
when representatives of his aeronautical 
equipment company complained of being 
delayed by slow ground transportation after 
getting places fast by air. His company, 
Continental Incorporated, of Danbury, Con- 
necticut, is constructing 10 custom-built 


Airphibians,” as he calls the vehicle. Pro- 
duction for the general public is planned 
in about nine months. Price has not been 
definitely set, is expected to be around $4500 
to $5000. 

A rather unorthodox aluminum-bodied 
convertible coupe forms the front or ground 
half of the machine. The after half is a 
winged fusilage resembling the sheared-off 
back section of an airplane. A _ detach- 
able, three-bladed propeller attaches to the 
coupe’s nose. The vehicle is steered by 
the same wheel on the ground and in 
the air. 

Equipped with a 150-horsepower six- 
cylinder rear-drive engine, the Airphibian 
weighs only 2200 pounds fully loaded in 
the air. Wingspread is 33% feet, while 
coupe’s overall measurements are about 
seven by four and a half feet. Craft can 
carry 50 pounds of baggage besides pilot 
and one companion.
